He Reiterates His Objections to the 
Government Interfering with the 
Railways—A Bil! to Aid Survivors 
of the Jeanette Disaster.

20.—[By the Western As- 
sociated Press.} The Washington corre- 
gpondent of the Daily News telegraphs an 
interview with Senator Stanford on the 
pending Inter-State Commerce Bill. The 
Senator said: “It will have’an injurious 
effect on the Pacific coast. What the mer- 
chant of the Pacific slope wants, like mer- 
ehants in all other portions of the country, 
is regularity of freight rates on most of the 
merchandise he deals in. Fluctuations of 
freight disturb trade, and cause loss of profits 
toshippers who have not had the advantages 
of the lowest figures. Long experience has 
shown that the present system of pooling is 
the best method of securing’ regularity of 
rates that has ever been adopted. The long 
and short haul provision of the bill will pre- 
vent railroads. {rom doing a wholesale busi- 
mess, and shippers at competing points will 
lose the advantage of competition. Take 
the farmer, for example, who has his crop to 
ship to market. If he lives four miles from 

road and eight from another

Tar in the Poultry-house.

Poultry-breaders seem to have failed 
to discover the value of tar. Some 
people tar their poultry-yard fences in+ 
stead of whitewashing them, though we 
do not like to see it done, for it gives 
the surroundings such a gloomy, forbid- 
ding look. It undoubtedly contributes 
largely to the durability of the wood, 
protecting it from the ravages of storm 
and time. Itis in the poultry-house, 
however, that the yalue of tar is 
the greatest. for it conduces 
greatly toward healthfulness. When 
the scourge, of the _ poultry- 
man, cholera, makes its appearance, we 
would advise, first, a thorough clean- 
ing of the house ; next, a generous ap- 
plication of tar on all the joints, cracks 
and crevices on the inside of the build- 
ing, and then age | of fresh whitewash 
properly applied. The tar absorbs or 
drives away the taints of disease and 
makes the premises wholesome. The 
smell is not very offensive: in fact, 
many people like it, and it is directly 
opposite to unhealthy. A friend of 
ours was once troubled with chicken 
cholera, and by adopting the above in 
connection with removing affected 
fowls, he soon puta stop to its rava-

“Wash” Sales Again. 


The public sentiment in opposition 
to ‘‘wash’’ sales in the real-estate 
market, as we hear it expressed by 
many sound and conservative business 
men on the street, from day to day, 
is decided and outspoken. This class 
of business men, who are, after all, 
the mainstayof the country, foresee the 
evil effects of permitting the selling of 
lots, blocks and lands to degenerate 
into a lottery. They do not believe in 
gambling, whether it be in stocks, lots 
or dice. They know that there is 
a large and legitimate outcome 
to the real-estate business here, 
both for the seller and the buyer, if it 
be kept on a sound basis, and they are, 


off the broken west end of ‘the seat. On 
a box between the seats was perched a 
demure little Acoma maiden, Enrita, 
three feet tall, and with a 
face. which might have indexed 
five or forty years.

We passed 
the neat, new little schoolhouse built 
by Gov. Bibo’s direction for the Men 
sters of Acomita, passed the thrifty 
cornfields, and crossed the Sant’ Ana 
where a lot of Acomita maids and 
matrons were busy washing wheat. In 
New Mexico, you must know, thresh- 
ing is as simple as lying abed. The 
wheat-bundles are deployed upon a 
clean-swept area of hard-packed earth; 
and then a band of horses or ts’ is 
driven round and round over it, until 
the plump kernels are all trodden out. 
The grain is then collected in baskets, 
in which it is washed at some conven- 
ient creek with great care; and after it 
has been dried in the sun it is ready 
for the metate. 

Where we crossed the Sant’ Ana it 
runs within a couple of hundred yards 
of the 300-foot mesa, which walls the 


Spanish and four words of United 
States, told us that in the morning we 
should have much good corn—and he 
kept his word. The corn is good when 
just roasted; and is not to be sneezed 
at when prepared in various ways for a 

ear thereafter. After roasting, what 
is not needed for immediate use is 
dried, and keeps indetinitely. 

We ate a big and hearty supper, 
chatted a little while with hosts and 
callers, and went to bed betimes all in 
the big front room, which*had several 
comfortable American mattresses and 
costly Navajoe blankets rolled up 
against the wall till bedtime, and then 
deployed upon the floor. In that rare 
and bracing air sleep is sweet, and our 
lids sank softly, nor ever lifted, while 
the white moon fell lovingly across the 
strange walls of that wondrous city in 
the sky. | UM.

CATARRH. 


(HE TERM CATARRH IS AP- 
plied to a peculiar disorder of the nostrils 
and adjacent parts, which prevails toan alarm- 
ing extent and is productive of very serious 
consequences. 

e€ most prominent and characteristic fea- 
ture is a morbid discharge from the head, va- 
rying in its nature at different times. 

In some there is an almost constant flow of 
clear, acrid fluid, but oftener an offensive, 
purulent or muco-purulent, greenish-yellow 
matter is secreted, which accumulates in the 
nostrils or drops inte the throat, necessitat- 
ing its frequent removal by blowing the nose 
or expectoration, and often by both processes.
